Nine Planes Stop at Horta and 15 at Ponta 
Delgada After 1500-Mile Trip From 
Newfoundland. 


SPOT ON SATURN 
ATTRIBUTED TO 
METEORIC CRASH 


Astronomers Advance Theory 
to Explain Cloud As Large 
As Earth. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 8—A col- 
lision between a giant meteor and 
the planet Saturn was advanced 
today by naval observatory astron- 


omers as a possible cause of the 
huge white spot that appeared on 
the planet Saturday. 

The spot appears to be about the 
size of the earth, nearly 8000 miles 
across, but that does not necessari- 
ly mean that a meteor as large as 
the earth hit Saturn, astmonomers 
said. 

The spot as seen from the earth 
is probably a cloud of dust in the 
atmosphere that surrounds Saturn. 
Such a cloud might have been pro- 
duced by the fall of a huge meteor 
or by a giant volcanic eruption. 
The white spot, standing out 
plainly against Saturn’s yellow 
background, is being used by as- 
tronomers to check up on the 
exact speed of the big planet’s ro- 
tation. 

Measurements from the last two 
spots that appeared on Saturn, 
which is nine times the diameter of 
the earth and 100 times as heavy, 
have shown that it is spinning 
much faster than the earth, making 
a complete revolution in 10 hours 
and about 17 minutes. The last two 
spots appeared in 1876 and 1903.

The 
postoffice here will be first, with 
stamps on sale Aug. 15. Nira’s sale 
starts Aug. 17, with other places to 
follow thereafter. 

Nira is the only town in the 
country with the same name as the 
initials of the National Industrial 
Recovery Administration. It has 
a fourth-class postoffice. Four hun- 
dred million of the NRA stamps 
are being printed.

HORTA, Azores, Aug. 8 —Gen. 
Italo Balbo’s Italian air armada of 
24 seaplanes successfully complet- 
ed today the longest flight of their 
long journey from Rome to Chi- 
cago and back again. 

The General led his ships from 
Shoal Harbor, Newfoundland, to 
the Azores, where he and his men 
received an unparalleled welcome. 

At Horta, where nine of the 
squadron alighted, thousands of 
persons were out to see the sight. 
They greeted the Italians with 
rockets and sirens. The breakwater 
and the quay were massed with 
blue hydrangeas. 

The other 15 ships of the armada 
were provided with landing places 
at Ponta Delgada on San Miguel 
Island. 

The silvered planes, brilliant in 
the sunshine, presented an im- 
pressive sight as they flew in per- 
fect formation to their landing 
places, each finding its allotted 
buoy in the Horta Harbor with 
military precision. These buoys 
had been placed for the seaplanes 
by the Italian ship Citta di Cata- 
nia. 

Gen. Pellegrini, leader of the nine 
seaplanes which alighted at Horta, 
said: “It was a splendid journey. 
The sky was practically without 
clouds all the way from the imme- 
diate vicinity of Newfoundland. All 
the machines gave a good perform- 
ance. Our machines are being re- 
fueled preparatory to the take-off 
for Lisbon at dawn tomorrow. We 
intend to join with the rest of the 
fleet when we pass over San 
Miguel.” 

Gen. Pellegrini went to the quay 
to receive an ovation from the peo- 
ple. 


Fleet Gets way From Newfound- 
land at 2:25 a. m. 
By the Associated Press... 

SHOAL HARBOR, N. F., Aug. 8. 
—The Italian air armada of 24 sea- 
planes took off at 2:45 a. m. (East- 
ern standard time) today, bound 
home across the Atlantic by way of 
the Azores. — 

Despite a fine mist along the 
coast, Gen. Italo Balbo, Italian Air 
Minister and expedition command- 
ant, gave the command for the 
1500-mile flight. The armada had 
been held here since July 26 by un- 
favorable weather. 

Balbo, whose plane has led the 
ships on each lap since they left 
Orbetello, Italy, on July 1, was 
again in the lead as the ships took 
the air in threes. He had studied 
weather reports from Horta, the 
Azores, just before leaving, and pro- 
nounced everything ready. 

Before dawn mechanics inspect- 
ed the giant ships. An hour before 
the departure the pilots rowed out 
to the moored planes. 

Honors Await the Flyers. 

The entire squadron was on the 
wing at 3:10 a. m. The weather by 
that time was fine and clear with a 
light westerly wind, and reports 
from the Azores were considered 
favorable. 

After a brief stop at the Azores, 
Gen. Balbo intends to press on to 
Lisbon and thence homeward to 
Italy, to be honored with the title 
of Air Marshal by Premiere Musso- 
lini for his achievement in bringing 
the squadron safely over the North 
Atlantic to Chicago and then re- 
turning. 

Honors are also in store for the 
other 95 aviators. 

It was still dark when Gen. Bal- 
bo was rowed out to his plane for 
the take off. 

As the sun broke through a 
patch of dark clouds the General’s 
plane roared down the calm wa- 
ters of the harbor and took off into 
the gentle wind. Three minutes 
later Gen. Aldo Pellegrini led three 
more flying boats into the air. In 
quick succession the other mem- 
bers of the armada went aloft. 
When all the 24 planes were in 
the air, Gen. Balbo led the forma- 
tion up for altitude and then, at 
his signal, the ships swung about 
and started across the coast just 
south of St. John’s in a bee-line 
course for the Azores. 


$400,000 WATER POWER FUND 


Allotted for Devising National Plan 
for Development. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 —The 
Public Works Administration today 
allotted $400,000 for the Power 
Commission to devise a national 
plan for development of water- 
power ,transmission of electricity

MUNIE TO SEEK 
CHANGE OF VENUE 


Officers Seize Mechanical 
Rabbit After Eight of Ten 
Races Are Run — Ticket 
Sellers Held. 


Sheriff Munie of St. Clair County, 
Iil., who, with Lis deputies, stopped 
dog racing at the Midwest Kennel 
Club, near Cahokia, last night be- 
fore the opening night’s program 


was completed, was cited for con- 
tempt of court today by City Judge 
Borders of East St. Louis. 

The citation was obtained by R. 
V. Gustin, attorney for the kenne! 
club, which had secured from 
Judge Borders an injunction re. 
straining St. Clair County authori- 
tics from interfering with operation 
of the track. 

Judge Borders ordered Sheriff 
Munie to appear before him at 10 
o’clock tomorrow to show cause why 
he should not be punished for con- 
tempt. The Sheriff, anticipating 
that he would be cited, had indicat- 
ed he would seek a change of venue 
and would appeal if the decision 
was against him. 

Rabbit Is Confiscated. 

Eight of the 10 scheduled races 
had been run and 32 betting cash- 
iers and ticket sellers had been ar- 
rested, when the Sheriff’s deputies 
put an end to the performance by 
ccnfiscating the mechanical rabbit. 
The crowd of about 8000 which v-'t- 
nessed the opening race had dwin- 
died by that time, shortly after 11 
o’clock, to half the original number. 

After each race four ticket sellers 
and betting cashiers were arrested 
on gambling charges and taken to 
Belleville, whil: others filled their 
places in the betting booths. Sheriff 
Munie said he had citizens buy a 
“preferred option” on every dog en- 
tered in each race, and made arrests 
after cashing the winning tickets. 
The citizens’ wagers totaled $155, 
their winnings $120, so that they 
lost $35. 

The track will remain closed until 
the legality of the option system of 
betting has been passed on by the 
courts, James A. Corbett, president 
of the kennel club, announced after 
deputy sheriffs had seized the rab- 
bit. Corbett said he thought the 
courts would hold the option plan 
did not violate the law and that 
racing would be resumed. 

Crowd Follows Sheriff. 

The Sheriff and about 2v of his 
men, arriving shortly before the 
racing program began at 8:15 
o'clock, were followed about the 
betting arena by a curious, derisive 
crowd. The Sheriff smiled amia- 
bly, but made no announcement of 
his plans and the track customers 
remained away from the betting 
booths in great numbers because of 
the uncertainty. 

An announcement over the pub- 
lic address system explained the 
option plan of betting. The Mid- 
West Kennel Club would not take 
bets. It would merely provide the 
purses.and take the gate receipts. 
The  Illinois-Missouri Greyhound 
Breeders’ Association, of which 
Corbett is also president, would 
conduct the business of buying and 
selling options on the dogs. 

Preferred Options. 

Preferred options, which might 
be exercised by track customers 
holding tickets on the winning dogs, 
would be sold for $2.50, it was ex- 
plained, and secondary options, 
which might be exercised by those 
holding tickets on the second-place 
dog, for $2. The option price of 
most of the dogs was between $200 
and $250, and if more than one 
holder of a winning ticket wished 
to exercise his option, the matter 
was jo be determined by drawing 
lots. Last night no holder of a win- 
ning ticket chose to exercise the op- 
tion. 

Instead, they elected to sell back 
the options to the association. The 
owner of a winning dog, it was ex- 
plained, would naturally be grati- 
fied with its performance and 
would revise his estimate of its 
value so that the option might be 
sold back at a profit. For in- 
stance, if Nemo, entered in the first 
race, should win, the probable re- 
sale price of an option on him, the 
announcer -said, was $23.30. 

Nemo did win, and there was a 
murmur of excitement when it was 
announced that options on him 
would be repurchased for $30. That 
was the best price of the night and 
it brought a rush to the betting 
booths, when the crowd observed 
that the Sheriff was going to per- 
mit the pay-off.

21 KILLED WHEN HAVANA 


NO BULLET HOLES 
IN SANBORN 5 GOAT 
PULIGE DISCOVER 


They Think Railroad Man 
Was Shot at Some Other 
Place Than Where Body 
Was Found Buried. 


FAMILY RESENTS 
‘FEMININE ANGLES’ 


Idea Advanced He Was 
Slain After Learning 


Pending , Business Deal 
Was Swindle.

NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—A meager 
clew—a coat with no bullet holes— 
started police to work today on the 
theory that Henry F. Sanborn was 
not slain at the spot on which his 
body was found. 

The railroad executive’s body, 
discovered Saturday in a shallow 
grave at Bayside, an outlying com- 
munity of Queens County, bore 
bullet wounds. Discovery that the 
bullets did not pierce his coat 
caused the police to assume that 
he was killed some place where he 
was sufficiently at ease to be in his 
shirt sleeves. 

No concrete support: tould ‘be 
found for any of several motive 
theories advanced. Police Inspector 
John J. Gallagher thinks Sanborn 
was the victim of a gang of black- 
mailers. Members of Sanborn’s 
family thought he might have been 
trapped in a financial swindle. 

Because he had $533 on his per- 
son, the police discounted robbery 
as a motive, and his lawyer resent- 
ed a suggestion of “feminine an- 
gles.” 

Sanborn, member of a leading St. 
Paul family, disappeared from his 
New York office July 11, never to 
reappear until his body was found 
buried in a hastily dug grave in 
Queens. He drew $2000 from: the 
bank on the day he disappeared, 

Sisters Idea of Killing. 

Mrs. Grant Van Sant, sister of 
the victim, in speaking of this said: 
“He was in a great hurry to get 
somewhere, and he told people at 
his office that a man was waiting 
to take him to Long Island and that 
he would see them next day. 

“We think it was a business deal 
and that he went to close the deal 
and discovered it was a gold ‘rick 
scheme.” 

Magnhilde Almskaar, 27-year-old 
fiancee of Sanborn, spent hours .in 
the District Attorney’s office yes- 
terday and then went to the 
morgue to verify the identificaticn 
of the body. 

When she saw the body in the 
morgue she became hysterical. 

Authorities said she could give 
them no clew. 

Disapproves Feminine Angle. 

Herbert McKennis, an attorney 
for the Sanborn family, expressed 
disapproval at any attempt to intro- 
duce what he called “femiiline 
angles.” 

“They already have been thor- 
oughly gone into,” he said, “and in 
the opinion of the authorities, and 
my opinion, are of no significance. 

“There have been references to 
three women in this man’s life. A 
man is entitled to one girl, but there 
is no use giving him a harem after 
he is dead.” 

Sanborn’s body was sent last 
night to the ancestral family home 
at Epsom, N. H., for burial tomor- 
row. Sanborn wa: the son of the 
late Federal Judge Walter San- 
born. He was Eastern agent for 
the Frisco Railroad and formerly 
resided in St. Louis. 

. Ne Clew in Room. 

Police searched Sanborn’s room 
in the Railroad Y. M. C. A. yester- 
day, and said they found nothing of 
importance. The police said they 
have not yet communicated with 
Bancroft Mitchell, son of William 
D. Mitchell, former United States 
Attorney-General. They said Ban- 
croft Mitchell, now abroad on va- 
cation, was an intimate associate 
of Sanborn and they hoped he could 
give them some lead to follow. 

Willard P. McNair, securities 
salesman for a Broad street broker- 
age firm, handled Sanborn’s ac 
count with thé company. He said 
he had nothing to do with a deal 
involving Sanborn and stock of the 
Weibel Brewery in Connecticut.

HAVANA, Aug. 8—(By Telephone 
to New York).—Ten unidentified 
bodies—including at least one that 
might have been an American— 
are lying in the Havana Morgue 
today, victims of one of the worst 
outrages in civilized history. 

They and many others were shot 
and killed by police and Federal 
soldiers yesterday when a crowd 

of 2000, dressed in their Sunday 
clothes, streamed to the presiden- 
tial palace in celebration of an 
erroneous report*® that President 
Machado had resigned. 

I was in that crowd, ducking 
machine-gun bullets and getting 
pictures of the massacre, from start 
to finish. 

I saw the shooting start and I saw 
the victims fall. I visited the 
morgue this morning to look at the 
dead and I visited the hospitals to 
see the wounded. 

Victim Looks Like American. 

One of the 10 unidentified dead 
in the morgue looked as though he 
might have been an American boy. 

He was tall and rangy, with light, 
curly hair. His skin was white, and 
while he might have been an ex- 


ceptionally light Spaniard, he 
looked like.a typical American col- 
lege type 


In addition to those 10 in the 
morgue, there are seven other un- 
identified dead. 

All those who were killed ap- 
peared to be between 18 and 20 
years old. Most of the wounded 
were young also, but they were not 
all boys or men. 

At the University Hospital, where 
14 of the wounded were taken, is a 
woman both of whose legs had been 
splintered by machine-gun bullets. 

At the emergency hospital there 
are 104 wounded. Some of them 
are in a serious condition. The 
best estimates at present place the 
known dead at 30 and the total 
wounded at 160.

HAVANA, Aug. 8.—One wounded 
person died today, bringing the 
known fatalities from yesterday's 
riotous political disorders in Havana 
streets to 21.

Ambassador Welles declared 
after a long interview with Presi- 
dent Machado today that “media- 
tion is not ended.” The Ambassa- 
dor spent an hour and 30 minutes 
with the President. Welles said his 
call was pleasant. 

Machado this afternoon 
the following statement: 

“I am and I continue being Presi- 
dent of Cuba in the plenitude of 
all my constitutional prerogatives 
of which I may not cede the small- 
est part without betraying the con- 
fidence deposited in me by the 
Cuban people.” 

Meanwhile legations of several 
foreign countries, and the Spanish 
Embassy made inquiries regarding 
tr killing or wounding of their 
nationals in the disorders.

In a blaze of rifle, pistol and sub- 
machine gun fire, scores fell, dead 
and wounded. Similar scenes oc- 
curred in other parts of Havana, 
and demonstrations in which sev- 
eral were killed took place in near- 
by towns. 

Machado Appeals to Public. 

President Machado appealed te 
the nation to “defend the Republic's 
independence at al) costs” and de- 
clared his Government had always 
been well-disposed toward laborers, 
thousands of whom now are on 
strike, called in some circles a pas- 
sive revolution against the Govern- 
ment.

De- 
spite strenuous efforts on the part 
of NRA officials and some of the 
coal operators, it seems unlikely 
that they can be brought to agree. 

Union and Non-Union. 

. Broadly speaking, the main dif- 
ference is between the non-union 
mines of the Southern States, those 
of the Appalachian range, including 
West Virginia and Pennsylvania, 
and the unionized mines of Illinois, 
Indiana, Northern Ohio, Colorado 
and the Western States. It is uni- 
formly true that the operators of 
unionized mines are willing to pay 
higher wages and work shorter 
hours than those in the non-union 
fields. 

Attempts by NRA officials to 
reconcile these conflicting points of 
view have not been successful. The 
Western and most of the Northern 
operators are willing to pa; a mini- 
mum wage of $5 a day for adult 
workers, and to recognize the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers of America. The 
southern Appalacian operators in- 
sist on a lower minimum wage, and 
declare they will not negotiate with 
any employe representative who is 
not in their employ and who was 
not chosen on their premises. 

The Recovery Act expressly pro- 
vides that employes shall be per- 
mitted to bargain collectively 
through representatives of their 
own choosing without interference 
from their employers.’

Moves to End Strike. ‘*: 

This morning, Edward McGrady, 
labor adviser of the NRA, left 
Washington by airplane for Union- 
town, Pa., for the purpose of ending 
a strike of bituminous coal miners 
in Fayette County which has result- 
ed in bloodshed already. He will 
appeal to the miners to return to 
work, submitting their complaints 
to an arbitration committee ap- 
pointed last week. Before depart- 
ing, McGrady said the trouble arose 
primarily from the vagueness of the 
agreement signed by the H.C. Frick 
Coke Co.—owned outright by the 
United States Steel Corporation— 
which failed to mention the United 
Mine Workers, which many of the 
miners have joined. 

Operators of unionized mines, 
such as those in Illinois, argue that 
they are forced to compete with 
ecal produced by nonunion miners 
receiving “starvation wages.” They 
coi.tend that the fierce competition 
in the coal industry arises largely 
from these differentials in wage 
standards, and that it can only be 
eliminated by a nation-wide stand- 
ardization of wages and hours. This 
is the view most likely to prevail 
with Roosevelt and Johnson.

FRENCH AVIATORS 
REST AFTER THER 
67 37-MILE FLIGHT 


They Estimate They Beat 
Old Record by 531 Miles 
in Traveling Fourth of 
Way Around World. 


By the Associated Press. 

RAYAK, Syria, Aug. 8 — Whea 
the French distance flyers, Maurice 
Rossi and Paul Codos, arose today 
refreshed after a long sleep, they 
expressed thanks to their own Gov- 
ernment first and next to Ameri- 
cans for the aid given them before 
the start of their epochal New 
York to Rayak flight. 

“We are immensely happy,” the 
aviators said as officers and men 
of the little French military air- 
field crowded about them, renew- 
ing the congratulations given last 
night to the tired men who in 
about 56 hours flew one-fourth of 
the way around the globe. 

Their plane, the Joseph Le Brix, 
came down to a beautify] landing 
at 5:10 p. m., Greenwich time 
(12:10 p. m. Eastern standard time) 
yesterday, an hour after they had 
informed the military commandant 
by wireless that they were coming. 
The whole post was out to grect 
them. 

When the monoplane stopped 
rolling, Rossi and Codos, stiff and 
tired, clambered out of the great 
ship and greeted their own coun- 
trymen with great joy. 

They said they wanted three 
things—to report their success to 
the Air Ministry; to send _ their 
greetings and love to their wives, 
and sleep. . 

But before sleeping they wanted 
a bath, and they got it. Then they 
stretched out on army beds in the 
desert barracks just as the sun 
was going down. ; 

The blistering heat subsided and 
the aviators. were comfortable in 
the sheltered room. They com- 
plained that even over the Atlantic 
the cabin of their plane became 
hot. 

Rossi and Codos today calculat- 
ed they had traveled about 9400 
kilometers (5737.4 miles), or 856 
kilometers (531.57 miles) beyond 
the record. * 

They said they were grateful to 
Air Minister Cot of France for en- 
trusting to them the world record 
mission and declared they were 
“very appreciative for efforts of 
Americans, whom wo wish to 
thank.” 

“They received us warmly,” the 
flyers added, “and did everything 
in their power for us.” 


France Enthusiastic Over Return 
to Aviation Prominence.

graph the crowd when the firing 
began. 

The crowd had started from the 
plaza in front of the Government 
buildings to the presidential pal- 
ace when they were met by ma- 
chine guns, 

There was no warning. The ma- 
chine gunners, under orders from 
the Chief of Police, opened fire in 
their midst. 

I saw 10 persons fall in that first 
volley. 

In the space of a second, a crowd 
that had been filled with joy was 
turned into one overcome by hor- 
ror. They scattered and spread, 
seeking refuge behind stone pillars 
and in stores. 

Many of them turned in their 
tracks and fled back the way they 
came, I took a quick turn around 
the block to escape the whizzing 
bullets and came back just in time 
to see the soldiers, with drawn 
guns, in pursuit of the civilians. 
It was just then that a crowd 
of panic-stricken citizens surged 
into Caliano street in search of 
safety. 

They were mét by an automobile 
on which two machine guns had 
been mounted. While these people 
were pressing forward in the hope 
of finding safety, the machine gun- 
ners opened fire. Here 15 persons 
fell wounded. 

Attack on Truck. 

Not far away, a truck loaded 
with men, women and children who 
had boarded the conveyance to 
reach the palace in double-quick 
time was overtaken by a machine- 


“No plane can compete with the 


gun squad. Again without warn- 
ing, machine gunners made this 
truck their target. 

Three of those on board were 
killed. It seemed as though none 
escaped injury. The driver himself 
lost control in the excitement and 
his truck crashed headlong into a 
stone wall. 

From the scene of the massacre 
I rushed to thé United States em- 
bassy, where many survivors at- 
tempted to take refuge. 

I had been there only a short time 
when a youth of about 23 came 
running intothe embassy with blood 
flowing from a deep gash in his 
head, apparently made by a black- 
jack. 

“Mr. Ambassador! Mr. Ambassa- 
dor!” he shouted. “They are killing 
me.” 

Behind him came running two 
Cuban politemen with guns in their 
hands. They, too, entered the em- 
bassy, thereby, I believe, violating 
the neutrality of American soil. 

The secretary to Sumner Welles, 
the Ambassador, came funning 
down when he heard the boy’s 
shouts. He promised to take care 
of him and thé Cuban policemen 
departed while his wounds were 
being dressed. 

Young Spaniard Killed. 

From the embassy I went back 
to the businegs district. There I 
saw a young Spaniard, apparently 
overcome by hunger, rapping on 
the door of a store and pleadin 
with the proprietor tc open. He 
had money in his hand. He was 
ready to buy food. 
But at that moment a machine 
gun squad went past in an automo- 
bile and fired on him. He was 
killed immediately . They took him 
to the morgue and found his back 
punctured with machine-gun bul- 
lets. He had been shot from behind, 
killed without warning.

When Machado refused to resign 
immediately, the Liberals informed 
him they would be forced to break 
definitely with him.

Thereafter, one member of the 
commission seid, Machado de- 
clared he intended to telephone 
Washington to détermine the exact 
powers of Welles. 

Details of Fighting. - 

The spark that touched off the 
disorders was the gathering of a 
crowd estimated at 10,000 before 
the capitol. 

The demonstrators were started 
moving by 50 police afoot and 10 
mounted on horses. They fired into 
the air many times to get the 
crowd under way. Meanwhile hun- 
dreds of Havana residents stood on 
the roofs of their homes firing into 
the air to add to the din of cele- 
bration. Hundreds of automobiles 
bearing demonstrators sped over 
the city. 

Soldiers mounted guard at the 
palace and unlimbered machine 
guns to ward off possible assaults. 
Other demonstration; formed and 
police fired into the air to break 
them up.

‘Illinois Governor Offers $300 
for Each of Two Fugitives 
Sought.

Gov. Horner of Illinois today au- 
thorized the payment of a total of 
$600 in rewards for two fugitives in 
the kidnaping of August Luer, Al- 
ton bank president and meat pack- 
er. 

The fugitives are Grace Chase, 
alias Vivian White, and Walter Hol- 
land, alias “Irish” O'Malley. ‘The 
Governor said $300 would be aid 
for the arrest of each. Employes 
of the State are not eligible to re- 
ceive the rewards. 

The grand jury investigation of 
the kidnaping, called yesterday at 
Edwardsville, probably will be com- 
pleted today. Officials at Edwards- 
ville expect indictments may be re- 
turned tomorrow or Thursday,. de- 
pending on when a Judge can be at 
Edwardsville to receive the report. 
The grand jury will continue in ses- 
sion the rest of the week. 

State’s Attorney Geers said today 
that if indictments were réturned— 
which is considered a virtual cer- 
tainty since two of the seven per- 
sons under arrest have confessed— 
he will insist on an early trial and 
willgmove to have the proceedings 
under way before Sept. 1. 
Although Federal agents took 
charge of the investigation, it was 
decided the defendants would be 
tried under Illinois law first, Fed- 
eral prosecution depending upon 
how severe a punishment is im- 
posed in the State case. The max- 
imum under the Federal law is 20 
years in prison. Illinois law pro- 
vides the death penalty.

SALEM, Mass., Aug. 8.—Prosecu- 
tors in the trial of Mrs. Jessie B. 
Costello, charged with the poison- 
ing of her husband, today took steps 
to refute testimony that Fire Cap- 
tain William J. Costello was in a 
suicidal frame of mind before his 
body was found in a hallway in the 
Costellos’ cottage in Peabody, Mass. 

Edward P. O’Brine, a reserve fire- 
man in Peabody, who testified for 
the defense yesterday that Costello 
was melancholy just prior to his 
death, was recalled to the stand for 
cross-examinatio€#§ today. He was 
questioned by Charles A. Green, As- 
sistant District Attorney. 

O’Brine, whose reguiar employ- 
ment is that of a clerk, testified 
that he had spent considerable time 
around Peabody fire stations. He 
said he was friendly with the de- 
fendant. He refused to testify, how- 
ever, that he would hesitate to say 
anything that would hurt Mrs. Cos- 
tello’s case. 

The witness insisted Costello was 
“melancholy and moody” one night 
when he saw him in the fire station 
a short time before his death, and 
was unsl. ken under vigorous cross- 
questioning. . 

O’Brine said that ga times he 
had visited the Costello home when 
Edward J. McMahon, Peabody re- 
serve policeman, and Mrs. Costello 
were there. He said he usually 
stayed about an hour and then left 
leaving McMahon and Mrs. Costello 
alone. 

Andrew J. Fyfe Jr., brother of 
Mrs. Costello, testified that several 
times he saw her husband mix with 
another substance one of the chem- 
icals which caused his death. He 
said he saw Costello mixing a 
cleansing paste, once in the cellar 
and again in the garage of the Cos- 
tello home. Both times he wore 
gloves, Fyfe said, and both times 
told him the paste was for cleaning 
purposes.

“The President has called every 
employer and every worker to the 
colors in this war against depres- 
sion. 

“Your meeting today is a forerun- 
ner of a meeting at Washington 
tomorrow at which time a great 
drama will be enacted. This is the 
first time in the history of the na- 
tion that the operators have agreed 
to talk in the open about raising 
your wages and shortening your 
working hours. 

“There was never anything ac- 
complished like this before in this 
country.” 

McGrady referred to the hearings 
on a code of fair competition for 
the bituminous coal industry, which 
opens tomorrow in the capital. 

Concluding with a gesture of ap- 
peal, the mediator said: “In the 
name of President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, I ask you to return to 
work.” 

Pamphlets Being Traced. 

Agents of United States Attorney 
Lloyd W. Bryan worked to trace 
the source of pamphlets urging the 
miners not to accept the truce. Of- 
ficials of the United Mine Workers 
of America attributed the literature 
to “Red agitators.” 

Meanwhile, most of the mines re- 
mained closed. National guardsmen 
are still encamped near Browns- 
ville and orderly conditions pre- 
vail. More than 6000 returned to 
work in adjoining fields yesterday.

union. 


Investigation Into Fatal Shooting 
at Indiana Mine.

CLINTON, Ind., Aug. 8.—Keeping 
watch on the Bunsen No. 4 coal 
mine as its 200 non-union employes 
reported for work today, officers 
hoped to prevent repetition of a 
clash between guards and pickets in 
which Sam White, a storekeeper at 
Universal, was shot fatally yester- 
day. 

Sheriff Earl Smith of Vermillion

Haute last night, Caveney declined 
to discuss the shooting. He decid- 
ed to give himself up, he said, after 
reading he was wanted. Caveney 
told Police Captain Barry he had 
acted as a guard at the mine for 
several days. Previous disturbances, 
including a dynamite explosion 
which damaged surface buildings, 
resulting in the placing of guards at 
the shaft. 

While on duty Sunday night, Ca- 
veney told Captain Barry, a “raid- 
ing party” attempted to make its 
way to the mine tipple, but was re- 
pulsed by guards after some shots 
were fired.

ARTHUR P.DAVS DES, 
NOTED CIVIL ENGINEER 


Consultant on Panama Canal, 
Boulder Dam, Irrigation 
Chief in Russia. . 


By the Associated Press. 
OAKLAND, Cal., Aug. 8.—Arthur 
Powell Davis, famous engineer, died 


at his home here. yesterday. He 
was 72 years old. 

Davis had a part in many big 
engineering projects in the country 
—the Panama Canal, Boulder Dam, 
Coolidge Dam and others. He was 
director of the United States Recla- 
mation Service from 1915 to 1923. 
He was part author of a plan. for 
Chineseflood control; built a vast 
hydro-electric project in Soviet Rus- 
sia, and served for a time on a Brit- 
ish-American joint claims commis- 
sion. 

Surviving are Davis’ widow, Mrs. 
Marie MacNaughton Davis of 
Washington, D. C., and four daugh- 
ters by his first marriage; Mrs. 
Paul Peck of Washington, Mrs. 
Melville Eslin and Mrs. J. A. Smith 
of Arlington, Mass., and Mrs. Philip 
Hilyer Smith of Rawling, N. Y. 

The engineer underwent an oper- 


ation in the University of California: 


hospital two months ago. He" re- 
turned to his home here and friends 
reported he was much depressed. 

In an effort to renew his interest 
in life, it was arranged to make him 
a consulting engineer on the Boul- 
der Dam project. This was done by 
appointment from Secretary of In- 
terior Ickes last July 10, but Davis, 
already slowly sinking, never ral- 
lied. 

His last great work was the Rus- 
sian project, involving the reclama- 
tion of a maximum of 10,000,000 
acres in the trans-Caucasia through 
dams, drainage and flood control. 
He was in Russia two years as chief 
consulting engineer on irrigation 
problems. 

The body will be sent to Washing- 
ton, his home for many years, for 
burial. 


Davis, Son of Congressman, Born 
in Decatur, Ill. 

Arthur P. Davis was born on a 
farm near Decatur, Ill., Feb. 9, 
1861. His father was John Davis, 
a farmer and nurseryman, who, in 
1890, was elected to Congress, 
where he served two terms. 

When he was 21 years old Davis 
entered the Government service by 
joining the Geological Survey. He 
served in the topographical branch 
until 1888, when he was assigned 
to the irrigation branch. There he 
took part in the selection and sur- 
vey of reservoir sites, stream mea- 
surements and other work connect- 
ed with irrigation development of 
the West. 

President Roosevelt appointed 
Davis in 1908 a member of a 
board of engineers to accompany 
President-elect Taft to Panama to

Case of Five Men Charged 
With Killing Laverne Mil- 


‘Thursday. ~*~ 


By a Staff Correspondent of the

JONESBORO, Ill, Aug. 8.—The 
defense rested its case this after- 
noon in the trial of five Du Quoin, 
men charged with the murder of 
Laverne Miller, young daughter of 
a United Mine Worker, after all 
the defendants but one had taken 


the stand and disclaimed partic- 
ipation in the crime. 

Rebuttal witnesses then prepared 
to testify for the State. The prob- 
ability is that the case will go to 
the jury Thursday evening, after 
the delivery of final arguments. 

The only defendant who did not 
testify is Barney Bossetto, charged 
by the State with having supplied 
the weapons used in the killing. 

Defendants testifying today were 
Otis Battaglia, youngest of the de- 
fendants, named by the State as 
th edriver of the car from which 
the shots were fired, and Robert 
Shingleton, who is accused of hav- 
ing fired a shotgun from it. 

Both repudiated statements ob- 
tained by police, and both asserted 
they were at a dance at Pinckney- 
ville the night of the shooting. 

Battaglia asserted he signed a 
statement at the direction of police 
without reading it. On cross-exam- 
ination he said no one beat him 
but asserted, “I was so scared I 
just signed.” His parents were in 
the courtroom as he testified. 

Shingleton asserted he “did not 
remember signing a statement” 
and that police threatened to turn 
him over “to a mob outside,” on 
Apri] 7, the day after the tragedy. 
On cross-examination, he could 
name only one dancing partner 
and Battaglia could remember 
none of his at the Pinckneyville 
dance they said they attended. 

The defense had anticipated clos- 
ing its case yesterday but the cross- 
examination of two of the defend- 
ants, Sam Ferro and Emery Albe-:s, 
coupled with the testi~ony of Maj. 
Seth Wiard, ballistics expert of 
Northwestern University, appearing 
for the State took more time than 
had been anticipated. 

Emery Albers, who signed two 
statements admitting he lent the 
automobile and later reported it 
stolen, testified yesterday that his 
car was stolen while he played 
checkers and cards in a downtown 
Du Quoin restaurant at the time of 
the tragedy. In substance, he then 
repeated his previous testimony, 
given when the jury was excluded 
during argument on the admissi- 
bility of statements obtained by po- 
lice from all of the defendants ex- 
cept Sam Ferro. 

Albers repudiated his statements, 
although he said they were in his 
handwriting, insisting they were 
dictated by police. Walker Butler, 
chief of the prosecution counsel, 
cross-examined him. Often, especial- 
ly when questioned concerning the 
recorded statement he signed at the 
Murphysbore jail, he would reply: 
“If I did say that, I don’t recall.” 
A clergyman visited him prior toe 
making his statement at the jail, 
he said. 

In marked contrast to Albers’ 
nervousness was the demeanor of 
Sam Ferro, who is charged by the 
State with having fired the rifle 
used in the killing. Now and then 
smiling, sprawling at ease in the 
witness chair, Ferro testified he 
went to a dance at Pinckneyville 
with Battaglia and Shingleton be- 
fore. the shooting and remained 
there until about 10:30 p. m. 

Ferro supported the contention 
of the defense that James Attes' 
an ex-convict who was killed by 
deputies investigating the shooting, 
was implicated in the tragedy. He 
asserted he saw Bosseto sell the 
rifle used in the shooting to Attes 
for $15, about a week before the 
killing. , 8 , 

On cross-examination he fre- 
quently repeated the State’s ‘ques- 
tions before answering and occa- 
sionally his answers caused: the 
prosecution to request Judge Spann 
to instruct the witness to answer 
directly. On being questioned con- 
cerning the dance he said he at- 
tended, he could recall but one of 
his partners, besides his sister, 
Miss Nellie Ferro, who testified 
previously on his behalf.

HE long bow, once the bul- 

wark of English thrones and 
famous in songs and legends of 
long-gone centuries, comes back 
again, this week, sadly shorn of 
its ancient. importance, as the 
mere vehicle of a pleasurable 
competition—the national archery 
championships. 

The thin strip of seasoned yew 
that, in thé hands of English yeo- 
men, routed the mailed chivalry 
of France at Crecy and Poitiers, 
nearly 600 years ago, survives as 
the implement of a rather innoc- 
uous pastime. 

At Forest Park scores of men 
and women are competing this 
week with the bow and arrow— 
ardent followers of the game 
from Massachusetts to California. 

The fascination of the bow 
grips its followers strongly. Men 
and women travel long and far, 
at their own expense, paying 
heavy entrance fees merely to 
shoot a few arrows in the various 
rounds of the annual champion- 
ships. The growth of the sport 
in the past 10 years has been 
really remarkable. 


The Mighty Are Fallen. 
UT although national archery 
tournaments have been held 
in this country for more than 
half a century, the performances 
of the archers of today compare 
with the ancient achievements as 
the bow itself might compare to 
a high-power rifle of today. 

At the championships now in 
progress at Archery Field, Forest 
Park, the greatest range the 
archers are required to shoot is 
100 yards. The average bow 
length will be something over 
five feet and the average “pull” 
or “draw” required. to bring the 
shaft back to the tip of the right 
ear will be around 55 pounds for 
men and 45 pounds for women. 
The regular flight shooter’s bow 
runs as high as 80 pounds pull 
and the free style flight bow up 
to 120 pounds. 

The record “flight” shoot for 
distance only (not free style) is 
something like 440 yards, or a 
quarter of a mile. At free style 
the distance is 518 yards. 

These appear to laymen to be 
pretty stiff figures. But compared 
to what the archers of the Black 
Prince’s day accomplished, the re- 
quirements of today seem fee- 
ble. 


Minimum Range 220 Yards. 


NSTEAD of the 100 yards’ 

maximum target distance of 
today, archers of the Middle Ages 
competed at far greater ranges. 
In fact, Henry VIII caused an 
order to be promulgated forbid- 
ding all target practice and tour- 
mament shooting at distances 
LESS THAN ONE FURLONG 
220 yards! 


In other words, the maximum 
of today is 20 yards less tha, half 
the minimum target distance of 
the Middle Ages. 


In the olden days they used 
bow six feet in length—perhaps 
longer, th an arm-breaking 
pull. 

Such was the power of the an- 
cient weapon that in 1182 a Welsh 


archer at Abergavny, it is re 
corded, drove an arrow through 
four inches of oak so that the 
head projected more than a 
hand’s breadth. 

The fact that the minimum ac 
curacy test of Henry VIII's day 
was an eighth >f a mile seems to 
imply tremendous carrying power 
of the bows of that day.

Others Sports Forbidden. 

T was only natura] that the 

use of the bow should have 
been developed abnormally in 
those times because it was not 
only a military weapon, but a pro- 
vider of food and ¢specially—for 
Robin Hood and his Merry Men, 
at least—venison. 

Rulers of the land realized the 
importance of archery as is re- 
flected in an edict issued by Ed- 
ward III of England in 1363 which 
forbade all sports on Sundays 
and holidays other than compe- 
titions with bow and arrow. 

The sport was encouraged by 
statute throughout England and 
Wales and yew trees were cher- 
ished like favorite sons. 

In fact, to conserve the supply 
of yew, bowyers were ordered to 
make four bows of wych-hazel 
ash or elm for every one they 
made of yew. 

* os * 

Fostered in every conceivable 
way, it is small wonder that the 
archers of those times performed 
feats that sound like fairy tales. 
And we still are inclined to be- 
lieve that many of the stories of 
wonderful archery achievements 
attributed to the bowmen of the 
day “pulled the long bow” a bit. 

When you read of marksmen 
splitting a peeled willow wand 
at more than 100 paces, or bring- 
ing down small fowl in flight, at 
considerable distances, you feel 
inclined to make a mental reser- 
vation in accepting it. 

Today several sportsmen have 
developed the bow and arrow and 
proved its killing power on the 
big game of this country and 
Africa. But the competitive re- 
sults of tournament shooting are 
still far removed from the marks 
made in the days when the bow 
and arrow meant meat and self- 
preservation.

Believe It or Leave It. 


T PULLING the long bow, | 

however, the Brifish archer 

must take second place—we 
mean as to length of the weapon, 
not the incredibility of his yarns. 

The early Japanese pulled the 
longest bows in history: These 
measured 7 feet 6 inches in length 
and shot arrows 39 inches in 
length. 

One of the most remarkable 
feats of archery in bistory—and 
one which, incidentally, seems to 
have been the forefather of the 
various marathon athletic stunts 
which recently were the vogue— 
took place in Japan in the seven- 
teenth century. 


An archer named Wada Daiha- 
chi shot 8133 arrows down a nar- 
row corridor with a low ceiling 
at a target 128 yards distant in 
24 hours, averaging five shots a 
minute, 

Believe it or not, that sounds 
like “pulling the jong bow.”

Norman —— 
Roosevelt’s Strike Truce 


Thinks Labor’s Surrender of Right to Walk- 
out “Extremely Dangerous”—Distrusts 
Members of Conciliatory Board.

NEW YORK, Aug. 8. — Norman 
Thomas, in an address at New 
York University yesterday attacked 
the Recovery Administration’s truce 
on strikes, contending it sets “an 


lextremely dangerous precedent for 


labor to give 
strike.” 
While saying that “some strikes 
at this time might be inadvisable,” 
the Socialist leader declared the 
truce proposed by President Roose- 
velt specifically for the Pennsyl- 


vania coal strike “provided not ade- 
quate safeguard of the workers’ 
right to strike for higher wages 
and better conditions.” 

“My feelings, perhaps, are aug- 
mented to a great extent,” Thomas 
said, “by my distrust for the labor 
conciliatory board.” 

Two of the board’s members, 
Walter Teagle of the Standard Oil 
of New Jersey, and Gerard Swope 
of the General Electric Co., were 
characterized by Thomas as “no- 
toriously open shop men.” 

“One of the two representatives 
of labor,” he added, "is John L. 
Lewis of the United Mine Workers, 
who is classed as a suspect by la- 
bor for his past actions in strikes.” 

Declaring that wages and em- 
ployment must increase proportion- 
ately along th prices, Thomas 
declared th oosevelt administra- 
tion “realizes this and they have 
tried to avoid a catastrophic 
break.” 

Such a “catastrophic break,” 
Thomas said, would ensue within 
the next 90 days unless wages in- 


up its right to 


crease sufficiently to absorb the in- 
| creased production. 

“America has just passed 
through a genuine revolution,” he 
declared, “it will move forward to a 
definite goal; either socialism, co- 
operative government or fascism.” 


Hatfield Says Weight of Bureau- 
y Impedes Recovery.

WILBUR, W. Va., Aug. 8.—Criti- 
cism of the administration’s indus- 
trial recovery program was voiced 
here by Senator Hatfield (Rep.), 
West Virginia, in a prepared ad- 
dress yesterday. 

The Senator said the country 
could recover by means of its own 
vigor and that under the adminis- 
tration’s program the worker faced 
living costs increased out of pro- 
portion to raises in pay. 

“All sign point out to us,” he 
said, “that the deadening weight 
of this dictatorial governmental bu- 
reaucracy is but a needless impedi- 
ment to a natural process of recov- 
ery that became apparent before it 
was imposed. 

“Remove these shackles and 
America can recover by means of 
its own matchless vigor and buoy- 
ancy. Up to the beginning of the 
new deal, the Government has 
neither fathered nor financed any 
industry, but has fostered all.” 

The worker, Hatfield added, 
“finds prices soaring beyond his 
reach, while his hours of work are 
being arbitrarily reduced. Even 
where his stipend has been ad- 
vanced as much as 15to 25 per cent, 
he finds he is confronted by the 
prices of necessaries of life that 


have sky-rocketed as much as 100 
to 150 per cent.”

Senator Rob- 
ert D. Carey of Wyoming, at whose 
request the hearing is being held, 
alleged.the company burned homes 
and by other violent and threaten- 
ing means sought to intimidate the 
old settlers of the Jackson Hole to 
relinquish their property. 

Strauthers Burt, avthor, who has 
operated a dude ranch for 25 years 
in Jackson Hole, told the Senators 
yesterday he had never heard of a 
plan described by opponents of the 
Rockefeller proposal as “a scheme 
to set up a dude ranch monoyoly.”

Once Known As

* to Become Farmer.

IPING, Aug. 8.—Representa- 
tives of the independent Chinese 
General, Keng Yu-hsiang, and the 
National vernment signed a 
peace pact today at Kalgan, head- 
quarters from which Feng directed 
his campaign to recover “China’s 
lost provinces” from Japan. 

The erstwhile “Christian Gen- 
eral” will enter political obscurity, 
under the terms of the agreement 
as announced by both sides.

According to the pact, Feng un- 
conditionally surrenders all titles, 
and turns over the command of his 
troops to the National Government, 
although their disposition ‘has not 
yet been determined. 

With Feng’s collapse seemingly a 
fact, Peiping authorities will ask 
the Japanese to cease their pres- 
sure on Tolunnoerh, which Feng’s 
followers captured from ,/Manchu-

Co-operatives Decide to 
Arm Selves Unless State 
Affords Protection 
Against Strikers.

ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. 8.—Several 


groups of milk producers today con- 


sidered organizing volunteer guards; 
to end New York State’s milk strike 
disorders. 

Five hundred, members of the 
Dairymen’s League and Sheffield 
Producers’ Association, powerful 
co-operatives, decided to arm them- 
selves and patrol their plants 
in Otsego County unless state and 
local authorities provide more pro- 
tection. 

It was understood that similar ac- 
tion was being planned in ‘other 
sections where picketing and milk 
dumping continued in spite of pa- 
trols afforded by state police and 
Sheriffs’ deputies. 

“Reds and Bolsheviks.” 

New charges that “Reds and Bol- 
sheviks” were promoting the strike 
followed the exposure of the plot 
to dynamite bridges and culverts 
near Rochester last night to stop 
milk shipments. The veteran As- 
semblyman Louis A. Cuvillier, New 
York Democrat, blamed the Com- 
munists for the violence, and he 
demanded in the Legislature that 
Gov. Herbert H. Lehman call out 
the state militia. 

“Russia in its worst days couldn’t 
have been any worse than the sit- 
uation we have right now,” Cuvil- 
lier said, “when milk can not be 
safely moved over the highways for 
babies or anyone else. The Gover- 
nor has done all he,can to bring or- 
der, but the Sheriffs of the counties 
can not control the situation. The 
National Guard should be called 
out so that milk will go where it 
should go.” 

Meanwhile, hundreds of deputies, 
appointed as a result of Gov. Leh- 
man’s message to Sheriffs of all up- 
state counties yesterday, joined the 
steel-helmeted state troopers in car- 
rying out the Governor’s dictum 
that “all law-abiding citizens must 
be protected.” 

At Rochester, troopers under the 
direction of Lieut. Gerald D. Vaine 
investigated the dynamite plot 
which was brought to his attention 
last night. He said he had received 
information that a stock of high ex- 
plosives had been assembled near 
Chili and that the striking farmers 
were planning to import outsiders 
to use them today. 

This is the second plot of this 
kind discovered within 24 hours. 
Chief of Police Thomas Gallagher of 
Clyde received information late 
Sunday night that several milk sta- 
tions in his area were to be blown 
up if they continued to receive milk. 
The stations, however, were placed 
under a heavy guard and continued 
to operate. 

At the bottom of the strike which 
has shaken New York State’s rich 
dairy regions is a bitter dispute be- 
tween two factions of milk produc- 
ers over the merits of the “classi- 
fied price system.” 

15,000 Farmers on Strike. 

Long divided as to the value of 
this system of classifying prices ac- 
cording to the use to which the milk 
is put, one group has sought to 
have the system replaced by a 
blanket price of 4% cents for all 
milk leaving the farm, while the 
other group wants the classified 
prices retained. 

The strikers, now numbering 
about 15,000 and scattered over 
more than a dozen large milk-pro- 
ducing counties, declare they will 
withhold their milk from the mar- 
ket until their demands are met by 
the State Milk Control Board, 
which last spring received dicta- 
torial powers:over the milk indus- 
try. Their forces are centered 
largely in the Empire Dairymen’s 
Association, a new organization 
made up of former independent 
producers. 

Leading the other camp and sup- 
porting the Milk Board, are the 
large co-operatives — Dairymen’s 
League and Sheffield Producers— 
together with several] sectional or- 
ganizations.

The new agreement, signed in 
Port-au-Prince, Haitian capital, pro- 
vides withdrawai of United States 
marines from the Haitian constab- 
ulary so that only natives will com- 
mand the Garde by Oct. 1, 1934. 
Thirty days later, the marine 
brigade of about 800 men would 
leave the island. 

If .the Haitian President: desires, 
he. may ask the United States to 
leave on the island a number of 
officers after Oct. 1, 1934, to finish 
training the Garde. 

Before it becomes effective, the 
Haitian Congress and the United 
States Senate. 

Revolutions and bloodshed have 
characterized the island’s history. 
From 1910 to 1915 it had seven 
Presidents. 

In the 1915 revolution, the party 
led by President Sam was accused 
of killing 167 political prisoners in 
jail.

We hereby urge Gov. Park to call the General As- 
sembly of Missouri in special session for the passage 
of legislation concerning (1) raising of State funds for 
relief purposes; (2) repeal of the McCawley State bone 
dry law and the substitution of a system of liquor con- 
trol: (3) formation of a Missouri public works pro- 
gram to dovetail with the Federal program and to 
lassure for Missouri the 30 per cent outright grant 
the Government is offering. 

Relief leaders of St. Louis and Kansas City are 
at Jefferson City today to lay before the Governor 
the situation regarding relief funds. The Federal 
Government has appropriated $500,000,000 for relief 
purposes, but in order for states to obtain their share, 
they must supplement Federal funds with their own. 
A few weeks ago, Federal Relief Administrator 
Harry Hopkins warned the states that no grants will 
be made to those which have not drawn fully on 
their own resources. Missouri is in this category. 

A $250,000 -appropriation for relief was made by 
the last Legislature, but the money has not been 
made available. A Federal allotment to Missouri of 
$1,200,000 has not been received, presumably because 
the State has not shown proper co-operation. Mean- 
while, relief funds in the cities are running dan- 
gerously low. Despite the many symptoms of re- 
covery during the past few months, thousands of 
families are still dependent upon relief funds for 
food, shelter and clothing, life's barest necessities. 
It is the highest duty of the State to care for them 
until they can be reabsorbed in commerce and 
industry. 

With Arizona certain to go wet in its election 
today, 21 states will have gone for repeal, with only 
15 more states needed to nullify the eighteenth amend- 
ment. It is practically assured that repeal will be a 
fact by the end of the year. Yet, unless the Mc- 
Cawley Act is repealed in the interim, Missouri will 
find itself a dry State in a wet nation. In view of 
the overwhelming sentiment against prohibition, 
manifested by the Democratic victory in Missouri 
last November and in other previous votes, for Mis- 
souri to be hamstrung by its dry code would be an 
intolerable situatioh. Failure to repeal the McCawley 
Act was one of the grievous mistakes of the last 
legislative session. It should be corrected now. 

: Of equal importance is the need for setting up a 
system of liquor control. It has often been charged 
of the wets that, while fighting for the return of 
liquor, they lack any plan for its regulation. As a 
newspaper consistently opposed to the eighteenth 
amendment, we have frequently called attention to 
the need of proper regulatory measures. Only re- 
cently, we called the Governor’s attention to the fact 
thht Missouri remains {idle while Massachusetts, 
Illinois, New York and Pennsylvania have sét up 
commissions to devise systems for liquor control and 
that Michigan, by State-wide vote, has adopted the 
dispensary system. 

It is Gov. Park’s solemn obligation, as head of the

State Government, to save Missour! from abuse of } 


the liquor traffic. He has before him, not only the 
example of what other states are doing, but the 
experiences of the Canadian provinces, Finland, 
Scandinavia, Great Britain and other countries 
which, by high taxes, conditions of sale and the like, 
are successfully preventing abuges and wholesale 
drunkenness. Missouri must have a similar plan. 

Of the need for a comprehensive Stdte public 
works program, we have recently spoken fully. It 
was not the Federal Government's intention, when 
it appropriated $3,300,000,000 for public works, to 
bear the whole burden of this phase of recovery. 
For that reason, it sought to stimulate co-operation 
of states and other political subdivisions by offering 
them outright 30 per cent of the cost of materials 
and labor .on any approved project, the State or 
otlier subdivision to supply the remaining 70 per 
cent. It was further provided in the Recovery Act 
that states may ignore constitutional limits of in- 
debtedness. Aside from appointing a public works 
committee, Gov. Park has done nothing as yet to 
cooperate with the Federal Government in , this 
important respect. 

We have proposed a $100,000,000 bond issue for 
Missouri, to be supplemented by Federal funds, for 
public improvements of all kinds. A basis for a 
Missouri program lies in the comprehensive survey 
of. Missouri penal, eleemosynary and educational 
institutions made three years ago. In addition, funds 
could fruitfully be spent for all kinds of conservation 
work and for making the beautiful Ozark region 
inviting to tourists. If Missouri does not adopt a 
public works program, Missouri citizens will find 
themselves paying for improvements in other states, 
which will be foresighted enough to take advantage 
of the 30 per cent gift. 

Stch, in bare outline, is the case for a special 
session. Each of the subjects discussed is of a par- 
ticularly ufgent nature: to save the destitute from 
starvation; with the immimence of repeal], to guard 
against an anomalously dry Missouri; to have Mis- 
souri march in step with the Federal Government 
in its great fight for economic recovery. 

Most of the Legislatures in the United States met 
last winter and most of them, like Missouri's, left 
unfinished business. To clear it up, special sessjons 
have been called in many states, including Virginia, 
Oklahoma, Colorado,; New York, Kentucky, New 
Jersey and Kansas. In event of repeal, the Governors 
of Illinois, Massachusetts, Wisconsin, Maryland, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Washington and Oregon promise to 
call special sessions before January. 

Such extraordinary procedure in the states is a 
reflection of the extraordinary times through which 
we are passing. There has never been anything like 
it in history. A great crusade, typical of the fine 
spirit of America, is on to rescue the nation from 
the unspeakable agony of the past four years. Will

MACHINE PROFITS AND MEN. 
Statistids which disclose the effects of machine 
profits upon our economy have been released by the 
Census Bureau in its industrial figures for Chicago, 
in which the years 1929 and 1931 are compared. 
The figures are as follows: 

In 1929, 405,399 wage-earners were employed 
by 10,201 Chicago establishments. They earned 
$646,466,054, and turned $2,100,935,460 worth of 
raw materials into manufactured products val- 
ued at $3,915,052,959. 

In 1931, 282,518 wage-earners were employed 
by 8888 establishments. They earned $367,007,- 
299, and turned $1,138,726,142 worth of raw ma- 
terials into manufactured products valued at 
$2,230,916,S06. 

Thus the number of employes fell more than 30 
per cent in two years of the depression, and earnings 
were reduced about 20 per cent (from $1596 to 
$1299 per worker), These are not the most sig- 
nificant disclosures of the figures, however. In 1929, 
each worker used, on an average, $5182 worth of 
raw material, and turned it into goods valued at 
$9657; an increase in value of 86.07 per cent. In 
1931, with many of the workers on. part time, each 
man took $4031 worth of raw materials and turned 
it into goods valued at $7896; an increase in value 
of 95.88 per cent. 

So we see that, while wages were falling, the 
efficiency of the workers actually increased in the 
two-year period. That is, each man had become 
worth over 10 per cent more to his employer, reckon- 
ing by the value of his output, yet wages were con- 
stantly going down and men were being laid off. 
From another angle, had the 1929 demand continued 
through 1931, it could have been met by 10 per cent 
fewer workers. 

Improved mechanical efficiency—our famed “Jabor- 
saving” processes—is the explanation. There can be 
little objection to these improved methods so long 
as the worker shares in their benefits along with his 
employer. The major purpose of the N. R. A. is to 
increase the worker’s share in the profits of the 
machine, by shorter hours and increased pay, to give 
him a buying power that will consume a larger 
share of the goods he produces. Catastrophe con- 
fronted the economic system when, even in a period 
of grave depresston, the average worker's efficiency 
increased by 10 per cent, as these figures show, 
while his wages sank steadily lower.

Recently, we called attention to the intrusion of 
the party spoils system into State-supported educa- 
tion in Missouri, as evidenced by the release for po- 
litical reasons of Dr. Herbert E. Day from the super- 
intendency of the Missouri School for the Deaf at 
Fulton.

Dr. Max A. Goldstein, director of the Central In- 
stitute for the Deaf here in St. Louis, has declared 
his high regard for the improvements in instruction 
at the Fulton institution which are directly due to the 
eight-year administration of Dr. Day. Among the other 
educators in this difficult field who have sent com- 
munications to the Board of Managers of the school 
in Dr. Day’s behalf are Dr. Albert, A. Gruver, super- 
intendent of the Pennsylvania Institute for the Deaf, 
and Alvin E. Pope, head of the Executive Council of 
the International Congress on Education of the Deaf. 

Although he took no active part in politics, Dr. 
Day's post was declared vacant, Sept. 1, in order to 
make room for a Democrat whose party adherence is 
unquestioned. In an earlier editorial, we discussed 
the release from the educational standpoint. So 
viewed, it is indefensible, Party leaders may argue 
it is good politics.

The Importance of Disparity 


T WOULD be Utopian to imagine that 

any statement of objectives can be com- 

plete and accurate in all the phases of a 
crisis like this one. Statesmen and the 
people are bound to emphasize some partial 
objective at each particular time, modifying 
it and emphasizing other objectives as the 
situation changes. 

Only doctrinaires will call this inconsist- 
ent; only the intellectually naive will imag- 
ine that anyone at any time in any place 
has ever been able to outline a compre- 
hensive and final program of action. Cer- 
tainly the President has never fallen into 
that delusion, and not the least engaging 
and reassuring quality of his leadership 
has been the frankness with which he has 
disclaimed dogmatic finality. 

Thus, during the spring, the chief empha- 
sis was put upon the importance of bring- 
ing about a rise in commodity prices.’ It 
was seen that only by a rise in the prices 
of raw materials could the primary pro- 
ducers be saved from ruin and restored as 
purchasers of finished goods. Between Feb- 
ruary and June, the average wholesale price 
of farm commodities was increased about 
30 per cent. And in this average, there were 
actual increases of much more than 30 per 
cent in the grains and in cotton. There has, 
in consequence, ,been a revolution for the 
better in American agriculture.

Now the question arists as to whether the 
time has not come when the general slogan 
of “a rise in prices” does not need to be 
corrected by emphasis upon “the disparity 
of prices.” For example: Using the year 
1926 as a base, farm products in February 
were 40.9 per cent of the 1926 average. By 
June, they were 53.2 per cent of the 1926 
average. On the other hand, building ma- 
terials in February were already 69.8 per 
cent of 1926, and metals and metal products 
were 77.4 per cent. By June, building ma- 
terials had risen 7 per cent and the metals 
2.5 per cent, :

between what he receives and what he buys 
that you are really laying a basis for “re- 
covery.” Therefore, as manufactured goods 
rise, you have to raise farm prices by that 
much more to obtain any real results. 

The same holds in regard to the efforts 
being made to raise industrial and com- 
mercial wages. The increase of the dollars 
in the pay envelope is a real gain in pur- 
chasing power only in so far as the cost 
of living lags behind the increase.

If this principle is not clearly recognized, 
there is a distinct possibility that the whole 
program will become a mere multiplication 
of dollar prices, without actual remedy of 
the disharmony of prices. If, for example, 
you raise the price of raw materials, then 
raise the prices of manufactured goods in 
proportion, raise wages to offset the price 
increases, raise prices to offset the wage 
increase, you are likely to end by having 
to raise raw materials still more. Thus you 
can easily find yourself in a vicious spiral. 

I do not say this is happening. But I do 
say that it can very easily happen, and 
there are not a few signs that it has begun 
to happen. 

That is why it is so vitally important that 
the N. R. A. should show as great an inter- 
est in .restraining the increase of some 
prices as it does in raising wages or farm 
prices. If it fails to do that, it is likely 
to produce a senseless inflation. Thus, for 
example, it ig just as important to be con- 
cerned about the artificially high price of 


steel as it is to be concerned about the un- ; 


reasonably low price of textile labor. 

The disparity of prices is the thing to be 
concerned about now. In a well-conceived 
campaign of recovery, it is necessary to be 
just as resolute about preventing some kinds 
of prices from rising, and perhaps even 
about lowering some prices, as about raising 
other kinds of prices. Therefore, it would 
be most if the N. R. A., say, in 
dealing with the steel code, which governs 


a truly basic industry, would demonstrate | 


its understanding of this aspect of the gen- 
eral problem.

Carlyle Speaks to Us

INETY years ago, there was published 

in England a remarkable book by 
Thomas Carlyle. It was entitled “Past and 
Present” and its object, according to its 
author, was “to awaken here and there 4 
slumbering blockhead to rub his eyes and 
consider what he is about in God's creation 
It was published at a time when “hundret 
of thousands of men were out of work and 
starving,” and it called upon the “captains 
of industry” to do something about it. 

We recall this book at this time because 
much of it has a strangely contemporary 
sound, in view of what has been happening 
in this country during the past few months, 
In many respects, it seems to speak di- 
rectly to American employers, summoning 
them to support the President’s recovery 
program.

tive music of Mr. Tierney in a set- 
ting of handsome scenery and pic- 
turesque costumes. As to the ulti- 
mate success of the play when it 
reaches New York, and the indoor 
stage this winter, this reviewer 
would hesitate to go upon record. 


Perhaps, too, predictions as to 
the future do not come within the 
sphere’ of a captious critic of last 
night’s performance. Unquestion- 
ably many changes will be made in 
the piece before it reaches Broad- 
way. Some scenes will be dropped 
and others written in or built up 
and even Mr. Tierney’s attractive 
music will, probably,\ be placed in 
a different order. Two of the catch- 
jest tunes, for instance, come right 
together and within the first few 
minutes of the opening act, so that 
the airs which any audience might 
be expected to go away whistling 
and humming are almost forgotten 
by the time the last scene rolls 
around. These two numbers are 
“There Must Be a First Time” and 
“Our Rendezvous.” Both, by the 
way, fall to Allan Jones and not to 
Leonard Ceeley, the star of the pro- 
duction. The first, which Mr. Tier- 
ney appeared inclined to stress al- 
though the second seemed to be the 
most attractive, was delightfully 
sung by Mr. Jones with Berna 
Dean, while “Our Rendezvous” was 
done as a duet with Nancy Mc- 
Cord. It might be said, in passing, 
that Mr. Jones, after a two weeks’ 
rest, was in better voice than at 
any time this season and the sing- 
ing honors of the play really fell 
to him rather than to Mr. Ceeley. 


UT as Beau Brummell Ceeley 
Beave a most excellent perform- 

ance and scored, too, in several 
of Mr. Tierney’s better numbers,

Stressing Brummell’s prosperous 
years where Clyde Fitch, in his ear- 
lier drama upon which the present 
musical version is roughly based, 
devoted more time to the Beau's 
degradation, Miss Unger even 
points, at the finish of her story, to 
a cheerful ending for Brummell in 
sunny France with his lady love. 
History does not record any such 
wind-up of the Beau’s frivolous ca- 
reer. There was no woman in.his 
life, at least not seriously, and he 
died miserably poor and alone in a 
French insane asylum, but, for 
operetta purpuses, Miss Unger’s 
treatment of her hero is not with- 
out precedent and is surely in line 
with the demands of summer night 
entertainment seekers. How the 
departure from fact will be received 
by more critical spectators within 
the four walls of a New York thea- 
ter and without the gorgeous gia- 
mour of the magnificent Forest 
Park stage, remains to be seen. 
Surely, however, the playwright has 
provided a most entertaining drama 
for Mr. Tierney’s pretty music.

TREATMENT OF BURNS DIES 


Dr. Edward C. Davidson Succumbs 
in Detroit, Credited With 
Saving Many Lives.

DETROIT, Aug. 8—Dr. Edward 
C. Davidson, credited with revolu- 
tionizing the treatment of burns 


through the use of tannic acid, died 
suddenly of a heart attack yester- 
dal. He was 39 years old. 

He developed the tannic acid 
treatment while serving on the 
staff of the Henry Ford Hospital. 
He lectured before medical groups 
in all parts of the United States 
and wrote numerous papers on the 
treatment which is credited with 
Saving many lives and preventing 
disfigurement of other sufferers 
from severe burns.

Stopping at One 
No Trump 


ONTINUING directly with yes- 
terday’s subject, let us examine 
a typical opening hand with 
which the bidding would be left at 


one no trump. 


“I have three pri- 
mary tricks plus 
supporting values 
™ in three suits. My 
masters have told 
me that whenever 
I have two and a half tricks and 
can bid a suit, I must open the bid- 
ding. I have considerable more 
than this. I have a big hand, des- 
‘tined to get to game unless my 
“partner passes.” My point of view 
ig somewhat more specific. I would 
‘say to myself: “My hand is strictly 
defensive in type and virtually a 
minimum of its kind for opening 
“the bidding. Take away the dia- 
‘mond jack and I would pass as 
‘dealer or second hand. However, I 
must bid the hand, because there 
may be a game in no trumps if my 
partner has a serviceable heart suit 
“in a hand too weak to induce him 
to open the bidding if I pass. I 
can, after opening the bidding, take 
a natural part in, any later con- 
structive bidding, as I have my un- 
shaded values for this purely de- 
fensive type of hand.” I bid a spade 
and my partner bids a no trump. 
My. hand no longer looks big to me. 
Game prospects have receded very 
far. Neither of us has a long suit 
to work with. Where will nine 
tricks come from? Even if my 
_partner has Q 10 x in hearts, they 
will make three, possibly four, 
heart tricks against us unless we 
control two other short suits. To 
take nine tricks in time my part- 
ner néeds (a) the heart stopper, 
-(b) the ace of diamonds, (c) either 
‘both black kings or king-queen of 
clubs, With these values he will 
at least have a finesse for it, but 
he will also have the material for 
bidding two no trumps over my 
spade bid, especially if he has the 
king of spades. The absence of 
this card from my hand places in 
it a compensating half-primary 
trick elsewhere. Knowing this, 
responder is able to some slight 
extent, to bid my hand on his first 
response, and to bid two no 
trumps (with the values I have 
set forth above as necessary for a 
game chance) on a trifle: less 
when he has the king of my suit 
than when he has no high card for 
me in it. Our game chances will 
be distinctly better, as one suit 
will set up without a finesse, so 
that our hopes of running nine 
tricks in time will be much great- 
er. However, we are chiefly con- 
cerned with the sign-off, not the 
game-forcing two no trump re- 
sponse, which, as you know, is a 
forcing response under the Lee- 
way Principle unless the opening 
bid was a “psychic’—and psychics 
are no part of this or any other 
system. 


If Partner’s Response Is Two 
Hearts. 


This would be the most construc- 
tive response he could possibly give 
me other than a jump take-out or 
jump raise. I now know that we 
have a future in no trumps. My 
rébid is, obviously, two no trumps— 
exceedingly invitational. I tell my 
partner to bid three no trumps if 
his strength is not solely in hearts. 
If his sole a’set is a long, weak 
heart suit, he should bid three 
hearts as a warning, which I would 
then pass. If his hearts are headed 
‘by tops—A Q or K Q, and he has 
an outside K or Q J—he should bid 
three no trumps. The bidding would 
not stop at two no trumps unless 
my partner’s heart bid were exceed- 
ingly weak and on a_ short suit, 
more in denial of spades than with 
the expectation of developing a 
game contract. For instance, if he 


held

my partner should pass, the two no 
trump rebid. Put a minor suit king 
or Q J in his hand, and he should 
bid three no trumps; lengthen his 
heart suit to five cards, and three 
hearts should be his response, Hav- 
ing myself only about a minimum 
hand of its type, and being now 
sure that the enemy will open clubs 
and knock out my ace before I can 
clear hearts, I would pass the three 
hearts. The situation at this point 
is similar to that arising when a 
no-trump opening bid has been 
made, and the responder bids and 
then-rebids his suit. This is an 
ominous warning, and the opening 
bidder must be careful. If his part- 
ner bad tops in his own suit, or 
anything outside in high cards, he 
would have bid three no trumps on 
the second round. Consequently, 
one must expect the hand to play 
very. badly in no trumps. In this 
particular situation be less bold 
than if you had been able to bid no 
trumps yourself originally, since 
your heart holding is much weaker, 
so that this suit will be harder to 


clear.

GREAT man of business 

was recently asked the se- 

cret of his success, and his 
reply was simple: “I never at- 
tempted the impossible.”

\ Their Jobs? 


HAVE just been talking to a 
mother.

she should be a 
very happy moth- 
er, and her chil- 
dren—16, 19 and 
21, respectively— 
should be proud and grateful. 
But she isn’t—and they aren’t. In- 
stead, they are indifferent to her, 
not downright rude. They do not 
confide in her. To the contrary, 
they hide their affairs from her 
and fib when cornered. 

They listen, when compelled to 
her advice; but never follow it. 
They frankly say, “we've got to fib 
to mother; she doesn’t know what 
it’s all about.” 

Sounds as if they were tough 
young outlaws, doesn’t it? But 
they’re not. They are exceptional- 
ly fine youngsters. The two oldest 
are earning their own living and 
paying for their board. The young- 
est is making a good record in com- 
mercial high. They are all sensi- 
ble, self-respecting young people; 
amiable and respectful to everyone 
but their mother, whom they treat 
with good-natured contempt. 
Naturally the mother resents 
this, grieves bitterly at their “in- 
gratitude,” and feels sorry for her- 
self. 

“After all I’ve done for them!” 
she says. 


BUT JUST HOW MUCH HAS 
THAT MOTHER DONE FOR 
THOSE CHILDREN? 

She has performed a tremendous 

amount of manual labor. She has 
served their physical needs mag- 
nificently. BUT WHAT SORT OF 
SERVICE HAS SHE GIVEN TO 
THEIR OTHER NEEDS? 
For remember, human mother- 
hood implies much more than serv- 
ice of physical needs. It isn’t 
enough for a mother to know how 
to cook, sew, clean and dose, any 
more than it is enough for a writer 
to know how to type, spell, put 
pretty words together, read books. 
If, as a writer, I couldn’t do more 
than that, I couldn’t hold this job 
a week. A writer who serves hu- 
mans must constantly study, keep 
abreast of the times, discard old no- 
tions, take on new ones—above all, 
know his readers’ current needs 
and tastes. 

And exactly the same service is 
required of anyone who undertakes 
the job of preparing a human be- 
ing for the world in which he is 
to function. It isn’t enough for a 
mother to feed and protect a child 
as a cow feeds and protects her 
calf. The mother must KNOW her 
child; must understand its partic- 
ular need and nature. And _ she 
must KNOW also the world in 
which that child is living, and 
which is changing as rapidly as the 
child itself. 

Unless a mother does know her 
child and its world—unless she 


changes as they change, adapts her- 
self as they adapt themselves— 
THEN THAT MOTHER ISN’T 
FILLING HER JOB. 

But how much does this good, 


‘| hard-working mother KNOW about 


her children and their world? 

Of course, she thinks she knows 
everything. Never yet was there 
a good, hard-working mother who 
didn’t think she knew everything 
about her children. 

“AM I NOT THEIR MOTHER!” 
she cries. And she considers that a 
sufficient answer. 

But it isn’t a sufficient answer. 
The mere act of giving birth doesn’t 
automatically endow a woman with 
understanding of her offspring or 
the wisdom to minister to its needs. 
A mother may, and often does, 
know less about her child than any 


\ passing stranger. 


Outside of their physical needs, 
this typical, unhappy mother knows 
nothing whatever about her chil- 
Gren. She literally doesn’t know 
what they, or their world, “are all 
about.” 

She believes that she knows what 
they think; what they like. Actual- 
ly, she-thinks they think what she 
wants them to think, and likes 
what she wants them to like. And 
what’s that? What she thought, 
what she liked, in her own girl- 
hood. |

New Ideas in Play De- 
veloped by St. Louis 
Organization. 


—By J osephine Walter— 


ROM the modern educational 
F viewpoint toys are no longer 

considered as luxuries but as an 
integral part of a child’s life and 
development, according to Miss 
Marion Clark, director of the Oc- 
cupational Therapy Workshop of 
St. Louis. This organization, an 
outgrowth of the curative work- 
Shop started by the Junior League 
during the war, is occupied in the 


construction of educational toys for 
children, 


Just as modern women have de- 
veloped outside interests to take the 
place of the household duties light- 
ened by modern equipment, just so 
much children have toys to replace 
such pioneer “games” as the wind- 
ing of wool and the milking of 
cows. This, of course, is particu- 
larly true of the city child and it 
is the aim of the modern education- 
al toy to develop “brawn” as well 


as brain. Thus, these toys are as 
desirable from the viewpoint of 
physical and social development as 
they are for perception and mental 
training. 

*All of the toys designed by Miss 
Clark and made in this workshop 
are constructed under the _ super- 
vision of well-known pediatricians 
and are tested in various St. Louis 
nursery schools before they are 
placed on the market. By putting 
them into actual use it is possible 
to see first and foremost whether 
they appeal to the child and then 
whether they can stand abuse and 
are of the correct size and weight 
for comfort. They must be heavy 
enough to put a slight strain on the 
child’s muscles to develop them and 
yet not too burdensome to be 
picked up and carried with ease. In 
addition, for the small or pre-school 
child, they must be made with non- 
poisonous paints, no sharp edges 
to cut and with no parts which 
might be broken off and swallowed. 

Many teachers and parents agree 
upon the fact that blocks are the 
ideal “educators” for young chil-

dren. H. G. Wells in a little known 
and out of print book called “Floor 
Games” complained of the fact that 
when he built block houses, wa- 
gons and other things with his chil- 
dren there was no supplementary 
material to make roofs, wheels and 
bridges. So this workshop has de- 
veloped such items as rounded 
blocks for corners of _ streets, 
bridges to supplement roads and 
roofs to complete houses. And to 
add to the health value blocks are 
riow being fitted into wheelbarrows 
to provide an incentive for the 
child to play out-of-doors. 

A development of the block toy 
is the “jig-saw” block puzzle whicao, 
when fitted together forms the pic- 
ture of some farmyard animal or 
some familiar object such as un 
automobile or an airplane. Psy- 
chologists have worked out just how 
many pieces can be managed by 
children of various ages, while 
teachers find these toys helpful in 
teaching the anatomy of the dif- 
ferent animals. 

For the very young child a “sym- 
bolic” toy is found to be most sat- 
isfactory, for at a very early age 
a child identifies himself with the 
toy. He thinks he is actually the 
automobile or train and hence he 
needs a toy which is simple enough

to drape his ideas on. Therefore, 
Miss Clark has built up a line of 
wooden toys representing steam 
rollers, automobiles and airplanes, 
very simply constructed and yet 
adequate enough in such details as 
moving wheels and steering gears 
so that the child can actually 


“make-believe.”

iJ “Do-With” type are recom- 
mended. This kind of toy pro- 
vides the child with certain 
materials with which he can 
construct his own playthings. Of 
course, tool chests, well equipped, 
provide countless hours of con- 


structive work for a boy while 
sewing kits prove an _ incentive 
to girls. Other types which are 
equally helpful in teaching chil- 
dren to do things for themselves 
provide a starting point from 
which the child may build. A pup- 
pet show provides curtains and back 
drops but the child is given mate- 
rial to construct his own puppets 
and may even work out his own 
ideas of a show. Handsome doll 
houses designed by well-known 
architects are made with remov- 
able partitions so that the child

Physical Fitness _ 
R. W. R. P. EMERSON of 
Tufts College, Medical School 
in Boston, recently published e 
report on the physical fitness of 
body in preparatory 


He concludes that our student 
body, which by virtue of its fav- 
cored economic position and its age 
period, should be in the most fit of 
physical condition, is, on the con- 
trary, afflicted with many physical 
defects and diabilities. 

Many factors undoubtedly con- 
tribute to the unfitness of the stu- 
dent group, but Dr. Emerson at- 
tributes much of it to the faulty 
health habits which prevail among 
the students. Among these he lists 
the following as the four leading 
faults: no rest periods during the 
day, fast eating, irregular bedtime 
and the habit of having no regu- 
far time for bowel movement. 

Dr. Emerson found among the 
student body marked deviations 
from proper weight. He found also 
that most of the sickness during 
college life occurs in two groups: 
respiratory diseases among those 
who are under weight and diges- 
tive disturbances among those who 
are overweight. 

The relationship between physi- 
cal fitness and scholastic achieve- 
ments he found demonstrated by 
the fact that the highest percen- 
tage of failures in preparatory 
school and college occurs in the 
seriously overweight and under 
weight groups. 

Very interesting is Dr. Emer- 
son’s conclusion that the chief ob- 
stacle to health work i. the per- 
sistent idea that if a person is not 
sick he is well. 

The sharp distinction which the 
average man draws between sick 
and well and which does not allow 
for varying degrees of well-being 
and physical fit-ess is as unfortu- 
nate as it is ~7idespread. 

Such a view makes the practice 
of personal preventive medicine 
rare and difficult. It hamapers our 


effectiveness, our individual andj one-sided bow.

social efficiency and leads us to 
suffer physical and functional im- 
pediments which a more generous 
application of the principles of per- 
sonal preventive medicine could re- 
move.
